The 
project involved 17 lakes cover- 
ing 4,126 acres, including 37 
connecting ponds.

Power pointed out that the 


projected population increase in 
the WACOG Area, from

present 9.180 to 12,000 by 1990. 
will place an increased demand 
on the water resources and 
requires a serious look at the 
surface and ground water sys- 
tems. 


"It must be remembered that 


surface and ground water are 
interrelated, and the increased 
use of both will generate more 
acute problems of supply, dis- 
tribution, quality and pollution," 
Power explained. 


Stream Ruined 


He cited as an example the 


operation of the city's well No. 
2. After long and extended 
pumping of the welt, a nearby 


trout stream dried up. explained 
bv the city engineer as location 
of the well too close to the 
stream, causing a draw-down of 
the water table. This prevented 
the normal ground water dis- 
charge into the stream channel. 


'•There is a pressing need for 


more knowledge and under- 
standing of water resources in 
the 
immediate study area." 


Power said. "This requires a 
background of facts about the 
occurrence, distribution and use 
of water; the discharge, re- 
charge and movement of ground 
water; the flow of rivers and 
streams; the interrelationship of 
surface and ground waters and 
the quality of the wat;r." 


The WACOG Area has an 


abundance of surface waters, 
associated with four primary 
basins, the Little Wolf River. 
the Crystal River, the Waupaca 


River and the Walla Walla 
Creek basins, each a sub-basin 
of the Wolf River Drainage 
Sasin. 


NEWRPC has only one ob- 


server station for checking the 
streamflow characteristics, lo- 
cated on the Crystal River, and 
it is recommended that a gage 
be installed on the other three 
rivers. 


Stream flow data is important 


for users of stream water such 
as an industry that diverts 
waters for cooling purposes, or 
agricultural operations which 
divert waters for irrigation, 
according to the report. Estab- 
lishing staff gage stations and 
streamflow stations would help 
serve the area's future planning 
needs for flood control, zoning 
and recreation. 


Study Noted 


The Department of Natural 


Resources has investigated the 
Chain 0' Lakes and observed 
the following: 


— The hard, alkaline waters 


are quite productive but gener- 
ally are lacking dense growths 
of aquatic vegetation. These 
findings may indicate that ex- 
cess fertility is not yet evident. 


— Contrary to what is found 


on many highly developed lakes 
systems the chemistry of the 
Chain has changed very little 
over the years. However, since 
the Chain is such a unique 
natural resource and plays an 
important role in the economy 
of the area, it is strongly 
recommended that immediate 
steps be taken to preserve and 
protect this resource from pre- 
sent and future s o u r c e s of 
degradation or pollution.
